Sir,—lI am merely giving an opinion, and 


it may be worth nothing; but it seems to me | 


that’ England, by persisting in threatening 
Italy with sanctions in the event of her going 
to war with Abyssinia, will lead to the possi- 
bility of six or seven nations being at war 
instead oí two only—and, if we are to believe 
Italv, one of only three or four weeks’ dura- 
tion England, because 1 feel certain 
that France and the other countries in the 
League cannot be depended on—they have too 
much to risk, :

All the other European Powers 
will want to mind their own businesses and 
watch their own frontiers, as after all, they 
will say “ Charity begins at home.” 

J think, considering Mussolini has given a 
guarantee that he will not extend the dura- 
tion of the war or carry it beyond the 
frontiers of Abvssinia, and if Italy is con- 
vinced that she is only undertaking this war 
as a just measure and, with this conviction, 
is determined to carry it through at all costs, 
that England has hardly any justification for 
applving sanctions and thereby dragging her 
people into a war, and, perhaps, being respon- 
sible for starting a werld war. She is quite 
right to use every effort to stop war, and to 
insist on the other members of the League 
doing the same bv refusing to supply muni- 
tions of war to either party or in any way 
helping to prolong hostilities; but I think 
this is as far as they can go to prevent this 
war without risking a much bigger and 
more dreadful one, with its proportionate loss 
of life. I expect the Abyssinians can well 
look -after themselves; for what they lack 
in numbers they make up by their knowledge 
of the. difficult country, and the iact that 
the climate is in their favour.

THE ITALO-BRITISH CONFLICT 


TO THE ED(TOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—It must be obvious the present 
conflict ig not essentially between Italy and 
Abyssinia. It is a conflict between Italy and 
Tritain for the sources of the Nile, perhaps 
the ultimate dominion over Egypt and the 
Canal and the shortest sea route to India. | 
Were the Abyssinians simple, primitive, 
barbaric tribes living in Central Africa, 
Mussolini or any other victor of the Great 
War could have a mandate over them years 
ago. The present conflict is not a conflict 
between a Britain bearing “ the white man’s 
burden,’’ anxious for the welfare and inde- 
pendence of ‘‘native’’ races, it is a conflict 
between two imperialistic systems, each built 
on a philosophy of race as the main criterion 
of human values. 

There are three interpretations of society 
and human formations. 

(1) First and noblest is that philosophy 
which holds that no physical conquest ever 
had any permanent value; that the empires 
built on the sword for material ends are 
built on sand. The only true conquest is the 
conquest of the mind. 

Certain it is that these great systems and 
societies number their years by the thousand 
—~Buddhism, Confucianism, Judaism, 
Christianity. This view has been eloquently 
expressed by Mr. Lansbury in England 
recently. 
(2) Second, there is a conception that every 
society conscious of its eminence has an in- 
herent right, an instinct, to impose its cul- 


ture on backward, primitive, ‘* barbaric” 
peoples, All oar modern social formations 
depend on that interpretation of history— 


Europe itself, the North American, the South 
American formation, the British Empire— 
whether in Australia, in India or Africa. 

(3) Third, there is a conception of society

I think that the complete ostracising of 


that ‘‘ civilisation’’ is all wrong; that, primi- 
tive life is the noblest life :— 


When wild in woods the noble savage ran, 
Time will run back and fetch the age of gold 


In the conflict between Italy and Britain 
the unfortunate Abyssinians are butchered for 
none of these ideals. 

Were (2) the interpretation of society, since 
Italy and Britain are friends, and since 
tritain, France and Italy hold control of 


Africa, a simple agreement for a sphere of | 


influence would suffice, and a police expedi- 
tion would be adequate to bring the 
Abyssinians under the influence of Italian 
cnlture—a great culture, which for over two 
thousand years has produced great poets, 
painters, . sculptors, soldiers, statesmen, 
musicians. | 

Obviously (3) is not the ideal of Britain, 
for the history of the nineteenth and twentieth 
century is a history of expeditions against 
Kaffirs, Zulus, Mataheles, Dervishes, Afridis, 
Afghans. Only the other day Syria, Palestine 
the German African colonies were partitioned 
out. 

But we are told this no longer holds. The 
whole order of world development suddenly 


| changed when two mystics at Versailles for- 


mulated a new 'philosophy of history, of man 
and . of society—Clemenceau. and Lloyd 
George—that there should be founded a 
League of Nations whereby the political 
frontiers of the world should be stabilised 
for all time, and the international brigands of 
Trianon and nineteenth and twentieth century 
Europe should be indemnified for all time, by 
the sanctions of the world, against parting 
with the loot. 

The League of Nations has manifestly 
failed, not because it is a League of Nations, 
or, as it should be properly called, a Society 
of Nations. It has failed because it has no 
just philosophy of society. : 

We in this small island have the traditions 
of two thousand years in our bones. We saw 


the collapse of the old Roman ey and 
we behold to-day the collapse of “ Europe,” 
which we in some small way made. Let us, 


then, conserve our pity, first, for Europe, 
and then for the unfortunate Abyssinians, 
duped and deluded, crushed between the im- 
perialistic greed of Britain and of Italy, and 
let us recognise Europe and the world will 
not be saved by Geneva. It will be saved 
by the resurrection of an old or the birth 
of a new philosophy of life and of society.—

There was a heavy downpour of rain for 
the greater part of the race, and the course 
was muddy. 

From. the start a keen struggle was 
assured. Farina, one of Italy’s finest drivers, 
took the lead in a new V 8 Maserati, hotly 
pursued by Raymond Sommer in an Alfa 
Romeo. Behind came Shuttleworth, followed 
by R. E. Featherstonhaugh in a _ 3-litre 
Maserati, and Charles Martin and Lord Howe 
in 3.5 litre Grand Prix Bugattis. | 

Farina increased his lead with every lap, 
but after covering one-third of the course— 
about 100 miles—at a fast speed, he was 
obliged to retire with a broken axleshaft.

Sommer then took his place, having 
averaged 66.4 m.p.a. since the start. He 
held it until half-distance, but when he 


stopped to re-fuel and change sparking plugs 
the lead was taken by Charles Martin, with 
Lord Howe second, and Shuttleworth third. 
Soon after this the bonnet strap broke on 
Sommer’s car, and he was delayed while a 
new one was fitted. However, he recovered 
his position, only to retire after 70 laps with 
a broken axleshaft. 


LEG GOES NUMB 


W. G. Everitt, who was driving Gino 
Rovere’s six-cylinder Maserati, overtook 
Shuttleworth on his seventy-second lap, and 
took second, place. After steadily improving 
his position, he had to hand over to Rovere 
after 93 laps, his left leg going numb and 
causing him to skid off the road on two 
occasions. 

Martin had been almost consistently in the 
lead ever since Sommer’s retirement. ‘With 
only fifteen laps to go he was well ahead of 
his nearest rival, Shuttleworth, but he 
skidded: badly at a corner and stopped his 
engine. When he got going again he had 
lost a lap, falling back to’ third place. 

Almost at the end of the 306 miles Shuttle. 
worth took the lead, with Earl Howe only 
46 seconds behind him. Both Shuttleworth 
and Martin had some hair-raising skids.

TWENTY-FOUR TAKE PART 


The fact that all of the twenty-four motor 
cyclists and six drivers of cars who took part 
in the open reliability trial of the Leinster 
Motor Cycle and Car Club on Saturday 
ccvered the sixty miles included in the route.

Native Jewellery 


Occasionally in my peregrinations I see 
in the windows of such shops as cater for 
the tourist quite good specimens of the 
purple quartz, usually known as “ ame- 
thyst.” Unfortunately, the setting of 
these pretty stones is generally tawdry 
and tasteless, though the light; or deep 
purple, stones merit something more 
solid and artistic. I believe that in Achill 
there is a quarry where this purple silica, 
or quartz, is obtained in considerable

to accept them.” I feel sure that a more 
artistic setting of these stones would 
greatly increase the demand for them as 
jewels. 


Persistency of the Weasel 


A correspondent writes:—Apropos of 
fhe experience of the two Castlebar gentle- 
pen, whose rescue of a hare from a wease!] 
ts described in the Irish Times, 1 had 
some years ago & similar experience in the 
Pennsylvania woods. Walking one after- 
noon with a friend through a wood located 
about a mile away from our hotel we 
suddenly heard a great commotion in one 
of the big trees just ahead of us. Looking 
up we saw a large grey squirrel leaping 
madly from branch to branch in an effort 
to escape from a small weasel which was 
pursuing it relentlessly and with terrific 
speed. As we watched the weasel overtook 
its quarry and the two animals grappled. 
They fought for over a minute and then 
fell to the ground locked. 

Fascinated we watched the struggle, and 
in a brief time the weasel], which was less 
than half the size of his proposed victim, 
got the squirrel over on its back and began 
a very determined effort to reach its 
jugular vein, The squirrel, now almost 
exhausted, crossed its paws over its throat 
and with its hind legs continued to put 
up a splendid, but gradually weakening 
defence. The coolness and determination 
of the weasel was marvellous to see, and 
another minute would have seen him victor 
but that my friend and I intervened. 

Hastily arming ourselves with short 
sticks, we advanced on the struggling 
yair and we got within three feet of them 
bas the weasel beeame aware of our 
approach. He then immediately released 
his grip on the sguirrel and leaped into 
the scrub. There he leaped about, the 
while watching us with eyes that literally 
flamed with anger. .Two or three times he 
made as if to spring at us, and he 


probably would have done so if I had pot 
kept close watch on him while my com- 
panion attended to the squirrel. 


A Bold Pursuit 


The poor little creature had reached that 
stage of terror and exhaustion in which 
it was unable to distinguish friend from 
foe, and when my friend attempted to pick 
it up he received a very ugly scratch on 
the hand. Taking off his coat, he wrapped 
it around the sgnirrel and lifted it up. 
The weasel thereupon became extremely 
aggressive, and sprang out twice at us as 
we moved away. ‘Two or three handy 
stones, however, kept him off. As we 
walked back the weasel followed us for 
nearly a quarter of a mile, coming closer 
and closer. His eyes were flashing and 
his tail was swishing in anger. He gave 
up the pursuit only when we both volleyed 
stores at him for several minutes. The 
squirrel, upon examination, proved to be 
more frightened than hurt, and on release 
next morning it had fully recovered. i

and which could not be exported before Sep- 
tember 20th.” 

“ That the Council of the Federation of 
Saorstat Industries disapproves of the -action 
of the Government in reducing by 50 per 
cent. the bounty payable on woollen and 
worsted piece goods exported to Great Britain 
and discontinuing the bounty payable on 
manufactures of cotton and linen and cotton 
combined. Both the woollen and linen trades 
in Ireland established a trade in Great Britaia 
before the Treaty without tariffs or other 
State assistance, and the bounties were paid 
solely for the purpose of preventing this trade 
from being destroyed by tariffs imposed by 
the British Government, following the 
economic dispute between the two countries. 
The Council is of the opinion that it is not 
in- the national interest to destroy this trade 
with Great Britain, which they consider must 


result from the discontinuance of the 
bounties.’’

VISIT TO KILMAINHAM 
PRISON

Prison should be preserved, and, if possible, 
converted into a historical museum for the 
nation, was made by Mr, P. Kearney at the 
close of a three hours’ visit to the building 
on Saturday evening by the members of the 
Old Dublin Society, and friends.

Beet Danger 


AM not familiar with the roads around 

our beet factories, and whether the 
following warning, issued for English 
motorists by the Royal Automobile Club,

All motorists, and particularly, motor 
cyclists, are warned to drive with more 
than usual care on roads where at this 
time of the year the carting of sugar beet

The dangers of 
obstruction and skidding—particularly at 
night and in wet weather—are obvious, 
and drivers are advised to exercise caution 
in the sugar beet industry districts.

The Italian advance, helped by tanks, 


aeroplanes, machine-guns, and all the 
deadily weapons of modern scientific war- 
fare, overcame the warriors of Abyssinia, 
who battled with desperate courage and 


primitive ferocity. 

The first mile stone in the advance was 
the fall of Adigrat and its occupation by 
General Santini, in command of the left 
wing of the Italian forces. General 
Maravigna, in command of the -right 
column, pushed on to Adowa, where he 
met with obstinate resistance, In between 
the centre force, under General Biroli, 
made progress. 

Italian bombing machines flew before the 
Italian troops, harrying the Abyssinians. 
Then came the infantry, next the tanks, 
followed by the engineering and watering 
services, and finally the road _ builders, 
feverishly working to. convert the hill 
tracks into passable roads. 


THE ADVANCE 


According to staff officers here the left 
wing of the advance at dawn on October 
3rd was from Adi Kaio, in Eritrea, some 
30 miles from the Abyssinian border. This 
force marched by way:of Senafe and 
Barakit to the frontier, where it effected 
contact with the two other armies on the 
right, and together the Italians crossed 
the River Mareb into the Tigre province 
of Abyssinia. 

The first clash with the Abyssinians 
came in the passes of Mount Gasciorchi. 
Here the Italians met an Army of 7,000, 
and a. fierce battle ensued. The 
Abyssinians were able to bring their. 
artillery into action, and losses were in- 
flicted on both sides. Eventually the 
superior strength of the Italians told, and 
the Abyssinians gave way. So the advance 
continued.

Ifalian ’planes on Abyssinian troops who 
were drawn up before Adigrat in the path 
of the advance from Senafe. Bombs were 


dropped upon their encampment, where 
approximately 25,000 soldiers were wait- 
ing, and they were also fired upon from 
the air. Leaflets announcing the “ valiant 
advance ” of the Italians were dropped by 
the bombers. The aeroplanes were subject 
to fire from anti-aircraft guns, which, the 
Italians claim, formed part of the defences 
of Adowa. 


WHITE FLAGS 


Little resistance was encountered, ac- 
cording to official accounts, during the 
first day’s advance. The civil population 
was said to have approached the Italians 
everywhere waving white flags as a token 
of submission, and the chiefs acknow- 
ledged surrender. 

The final advance upon Adowa was 
opposed by a force of defenders entrenched 
behind earthworks. Fast tanks were 
brought into use, and the defences finally 
fell. 

Eritrea, which has been under martial 
law since hostilities began, presents an 
astonishing scene of activity. Massawa 
Harbour is packed with troopships and 
cargo ships, and the quays are lined with 
stores and munitions. The docks are 
crowded with military, among whom the 
white uniforms of the native soldiers give 
a picturesque touch. The small railway 
winding up the hills from the coast to 
Asmara is lined with the encampments of 
native workers building bridges and im- 
proving and relaying roads. ; 

Despite the grilling heat the Italian 
troops are working well, and look in 
extremely healthy condition. At Asmara, 
which is 1,000 feet high, the warmth of

WAL WAL TAKEN 
A report states that Wal Wal, which

Dispatches from Jijiga, one of the main 
bases. of the defenders of Ogaden, state 
that the almost complete lack of water 
along the Ogaden front will render the 
Italian advance most difficult and very 
slow. 

Red Cross stores are being sent from 
Addis Ababa to the southern front, 
together with as many doctors as can be 
spared. Mr. Purves, representative of the 
British Ambulance Service in Ethiopia, 1s 
leaving for Berbera (British Somaliland) on 
Tuesday to meet a detachment consisting 
of twelve doctors and a large party of male 
orderlies and nurses. The detachment is 
due at Berbera at the end of the month, 
and will trek to Harar at once. 

The Swedish officers attached to the 
Abyssinian Army are stated to be remain- 
ing here despite the order for their recall 
received from Stockholm. ! 

The Italian Legation here has not yet 
received any instructions from Rome re- 
garding the departure of the staff. All 
other Italians in the capital left yesterday 
by train for the coast. 

The staff of the Magalo Consulate is now 
reported to be on its way here, but its 
actual whereabouts is not known. It was 
expected that by now the Gondar officials 
would have telegraphed their arrival in the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, but no news has 
been received of them. 


RAILWAY IN DANGER 


It is understood that the Ethiopian 
General Staff is now planning to concen- 
trate large forces south of Dessie, the head- 
quarters of the Central Army, and around 
Harar, the keadquarters of the Southern 
Army, with the object of defending the 
Addis Ababa-Djibouti Railway from 
attacks which the Italians are expected to 
from Assab and Ogaden re- 
spectively.

FRANCE’S REPLY TO 
BRITAIN

AFFIRMATIVE, BUT 
CONDITIONAL 


France's reply to Great Britain's guery 
regarding the solidarity of the two 
countries in the event of a sudden attack 
against the British Fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean is affirmative, but conditional, 
Reuter learns. 

It declares that France will lend her 
help to any nation-member of the League 
if the latter should be exposed to the 
attack of an aggressor by reason of having 
taken precautionary measures against an 
attack that was being prepared. This 
solidarity, however, would be dependent 
on three conditions: ; 

(1) That the precautionary measures 
had been taken by mutual agreement. 

(2) That it (solidarity) must apply to 
all domains—air, land and water. 

(3) That it must also apply in cases 
where the menace came from a State out- 
side the League.

A PROCLAMATION issued by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announcing that a 
state of war exists between Italy and 
Ethiopia automatically puts into force, 
under the Neutrality Act, an embargo 
| on the export of arms to the belligerents. 
It will also have further far-reaching con- 
sequences. : : 

According to the Herald Tribune repre- 
sentatives of the State Department are in- 
clined to think that the Neutrality Act 
may prove more effective than critics 
believe, since Italy, as a defaulter, 1s 
barred from floating loans by the Johnson 
Act, and is also refused credits by the ex+ 
port and import bank. Italy can, there- 
fore, only buy raw materials to the extent 
of her, cash bank credit, which is not 
large. 

The New York Times and the New York 
Herald agree that it is very unlikely that 
the embargo will be extended actually to 
cover raw materials. Apparently there 
was some understanding with Congress 


bill. 
THE PROCLAMATION 


A copy of the embargo proclamation was 
immediately given to the Treasury De- 
partment, which directed its immediate 
enforcement by the Customs and Coast- 
guard Service. Action was taken at this 
juncture in order to avoid -public cpinion 
in the United States, which is co- 
operating with the League of Nations, 
siding in a partisan fashion with Great 
Britain, as the object of the Neutrality 
Act is that the United States should not 
take any side i 

It is not yet generally realised how 
momentous is President Roosevelt’s action, 
for it removes from United States protec- 
tion citizens engaging in any sort of trans- 
actions with the belligerents. | 
The New York Times calls this ' even 
more significant than the embargo itself.”’ 
At one stroke President Roosevelt has 
overturned the policy of insistence on 
neutral rights of trade, which the United 
States has followed since the war of 1812. 
Before that war President Madison tried 
to enforce a general embargo on all trade 
with belligerents, but this collapsed under 
the pressure of merchants and shipping 
interests, who demanded its withdrawal. 


WIRELESS ADVICE 


Being officially advised by the State 
Department that a state of war existed, 
President Roosevelt by wireless from the 
cruiser Houston dixected Mr. Cordell Hul! 
| to issue the embargo proclamation. At 
the same time he made the following state- 
ment :— : 

‘‘ Notwithstanding the hope we enter- 
tained that war would be avoided and the 
exertéon of our influence in that direction, 
we are now compelled to recognise the 
simple, indisputable fact that Ethiopian 
and Italian armed forces are in combat, 
thus creating a state of war within the 
intent and meaning of the joint resolu- 
tion. 

“Im these spe.ific circumstances I 
desire it to be understood that any of our 
people who voluntarily engage in transac- 
tions of any character with either of the | 
belligerents do so at their own risk.” 
'Phis all-inclusive denial. of United 
States protection to citizens engaging in 
all transactions with the belligerents goes 
far beyond the wording of the Act, though 
it accords with the resolutions introduced 
in the Senate by Senators Nye and Clark 
and other Mid-Western isolationist Sena- 
tors, but not passed by that body. 


BLOCKADE NOT OPPOSED 


lt, presumably, means that the United 
States would not officially prutect ships 
and cargoes bound for either vf the bel- 
ligerent countries—that is to.say that she 
would not oppose any League or other 
blockade, and, apparently. wuuld not in- 
sist on any neutral rights of commerce 
whatever. 

The list of munitions affected comprises 
rifles and machine-guns, all classes of am- 
munition, all types of vessels of war, in- 
cluding aircraft carriers and submarines ; 
all aircraft, civil and military, assembled 
or dismantled; aircraft engines, mustard 
gas and flame-throwers. :

In reply to the suggestion that they should bargain with Great Britain 
for a settlement of the economic dispute, he contended that the land 
annuities were rightly withheld by the Free State, and they had nothing 
to give by way of bargain for a settlement. Were they to say that, if the 
annuities were left to them and if the tariffs were taken off, they would 
cease to protest against the partitioning of their country? 


They denied Britain’s right to the Free State ports. All they could 
offer in return for Britain’s having their ports was that they would defend 
them for their own interests, and in such a way that Britain need not fear 
that her security would be attacked from there. 


All that they could offer in return for the right to live in their own 
way, with their own Government, their own institutions, was gratitude to 
a people who had the power to do wrong, and had refrained from doing 
it. By doing right to the Free State the British people would have set a 
-good example. ; 


The Free State desired to live on friendly terms with Britain. They 
had certain interests in common, and were prepared to consider how they 
should co-operate in that regard. e only basis of cordial relations be-

I can say only that the~ investigation 
proved what I had long suspected—the fact 
that, even if we had taken all the imperial 
contribution provisions, and if we worked 
them out in accordance with the 1920 Act, 
and if we went on the same proportion as is 
laid down in the Act, what we would have 
had to pay would be many times less than 
what we have paid actually. 


THE TANGLED SKEIN 


That is the position. We all know the 
purposes for which Fianna Fail was 
founded.

We came into office when this country 
was suffering from a long period of mis- 
rule by strangers, when our resources 
were misused. We came in determined 
that we were going to take over these 
resources and make them available for 
our people, so that they could live in this 
land and not have to look for work in a 
foreign land, as in the past. This was no 
easy job. I have here a small summary of 
some of the things we have done in this 
respect, and I ask you to listen to it, and 
to the comparison of the condition of 
things when we took office, and the 
position to-day, and to ask yourselves are 
you going to allow anyone to interrupt the 
march we have taken in that direction? 


ECONOMIC POLICY 


The economic policy of the Governmont, 
he said, had two main aims—the solution 
of the unemployment problem, and the 
reduction of their dependence on foreign 
trade.

When you bargain you must have some- 
thing to give. What is it that we can 
give? Are we to say to the British, “If 
you give us that which we claim is our 
own, and is ours by right”; are we to 
say to the British, for example, '“ I you 
leave our ports and give them to us; or, 
rather, if you give us the land annuities, 
and .do not continue taking them by way 
of penal tariffs from us, we will allow 
you to remain in our ports. We say to 
you that henceforth you can remain in 
our ports, with our good-will and with 
our consent.’’ ait, 

Are we to say to them that if they take 
off these tariffs, which I again say and 
hold, are unjustly imposed; am I to say

We 
have nothing to give, because that which 
we claim we claim to be our own by right, 
We say to the British : “ You are in our 
ports; we claim that you have no right 
to be there. If you leave these ports, 
what can we offer you?

Continuing, Mr. de Valera asked if they 
said to Britain, ‘‘ Let our people live their 
own lives in their own way; have their 
own Government and their own institu- 
tions,’’ what could they offer to the 
British?

He did not 
sp that by way of a sneer, because he 
believed that in this world it was a matter 
of, gratitude if thoso who had the 
power of doing wrong éeased from 
doing it. That is a matter for 
gratitude, he added, and all that we 
can say to the British people is that we 
ask them to recognise our claims, and not 
to interfere with us, and that by doin 
the right thing they will have set a g 
example to the world.

MERELY A BEGINNING 


The Government regarded what had 
been accomplished so far in the economic 
sphere as merely a beginning. ‘The new 
industries were still in their infancy, the 
older ones still in the process of recovery. 
In both groups there was still great room 
for development, according as the popula- 
tion of the country increased, and skill 
was acquired by those engaged in indus 
trial work. There remained also a large 
volume of imports which, in the Govern- 
ment’s opinion, could with advantage be 
replaced by home products. 

The Government recognised that,. in 
spite of all that had been done, there was 
a very large number of citizens unable to 
find a livelihood through normal activities. 
It also recognised that society had an 
obligation to this section of its members. 
Accordingly the amount provided by the 
State for ol] age pensions, unemployment 


assistance, and other forms of direct relief; 


had been increased from £2,959,000 in 
1931-1832 to £5,174 000. 

In addition, the prevision of housing, public 

“works. etc, “had hven increased from 


£1,660,000 to £3,619,000. The Government's 
aim was to give relief as far as possible by 
way of work, and work which would create 
new assets for the community. It was hoped 
that this would be made possible in an in- 
creased measure accordingly, as the organisa¢ 
tion available for the purpose was improved. 


FARMERS’ DIFFICULTIES ' 


The difficulties encountered . by 
owing to the world fall in prices and the 
British penal tariffs are understood by the 
Government, said President de Valera. Apart 
from the measures taken to reserve for them 
the home market, sums provided from the 
Fxchequer for the benefit of farmers amount 
this year to £4,577,000, as compared with 
£2,014.000 in 1931-1952. an increase of 
$2,563,000. This-figure does not include those 
others derived by farmers from the stabilisa- 
tion of dairy produce prices, £1,100,000 a year 


from the fixed price for wheat, from the 
tobacco schemes, the extension of sugar- 
beet growing, and various other State 
measures. nor does it include, I think, 
the remission of one half of the land 
annuities, which amounts to a further 
£2.000.000 a year. Those figures showed, 


said Mr. de Valeia, that the work which the 
Government. wa: doing was good national 
work—work which ought to win the co- 
operation of every right-minded citizen of 
the country, particularly in crises. like the 
present one. : 

We want particularly, he said, the co- 
operation of every rizht-minded citizen in 
building up this country.

owed any allegiance whatever, and again, he 
said that such being the position, there was 
an open way for everyone to co-operate in 
the great work of building up the nation. 

- We want you, he said, to stand together 
in order that we may be able to stand for 
our rights. 

Discussing his part at Geneva, President 
de Valera said that while in Geneva he had 
been looking at Irish newspapers, and had 
discovered in them things which had made 
him long for a chat with the people of Clare, 
He had seen in those papers statements which 
had made it clear to him that some people 
were busy trying to avail themselves of a 
certain excitement, owing to the international!

Weber’s ‘‘ Concerto for Violoncello and 
Orchestra,” played’ by Cassado, is a tran- 
scription of the well-known clarinet concerto 
in flat. major, with the orchestration re- 
modelled, and this tuneful work was en- 
hanced by the smooth, deep tone of the ’cello.

1900 and 1910, respectively, composed many 
orchestral and choral works, and the produc 
tion of his ‘‘ Scandinavian Symphony” a! 
the St. James’s Hall in gave Cowen a 
place among prominent composers. He him- 
self was too nervous to hear the performa 
and sat in the artists’ room at the back 
the hall while his syniphony was played.

FOR THE MUSEUM 


The complete number of finds from Creevy- 
keei have been deposited in the National 
Museum of Ireland, under whose auspices and 
with whose co-operation the Harvard Expedi- 
tion has been working. This tomb escaped 
scientific notice until 1t was observed a few 
years ago by Dr. John Keenan, of Ballinalee, 
County Longford. Dr. Keenan showed it to 
Mr. ‘ews Morris, the well-known Irish 
scholar, who pointed it out to Dr. Hencken. 


HUGE BURIAL CHAMBERS 


The excavation at Creevykeel revealed a pre- 
historic mound 160 feet long and 60 feet wide, 
containing five burial chambers, each ap- 
proximately 12 feet by 9 feet, built in rect- 
angular shape with huge sandstone slabs, 
ranging from 6 to 7 feet in height, and an 
oval forecourt,-75 feet long and 25 feet wide, 
sunk in the mound, and bounded by a wall of 
tail upright slabs. At the eastern end, an 
entrance formed by shoulder-high slabs leads 
into the court. Clearing the floor of the 
court disclosed reniains of rough paving and 
a central circle of white se This court 
was doubtless the arena for funeral rites per- 
formed before the burials were made in the 
chambers. Opposite the entrance to the court 
was another leading to the main chambers of 
the tomb. This was an opening between two 
huge slabs i, ay by a great stone lintel. 
The two chambers were divided by a second 
entrance. They and the oval court composed 
the original ctructure of the mound. Not 
long after, members of the same community 
extended the rear or western end of the 
mound and built into it three more slab 
chambers, which were entered from doorways 


on the edge of the mound itself, 


AXES AND POTTERY 


The objects left behind by the builders of 
the tomb as offerings to the dead consisted of 
magnificently worked flints, polished stone 
axes, and pottery which accompanied thé 
cremated burials. One axe can be definitely 
shown to have been copied from a bronze 
original by comparison with metal axes of 
this period found at other European sites. 
The flint working was remarkably good, and 
one beautifully flaked knife bears comparison 
with the stone knives of Scandinavia, always 
pointed out to by archeologists as the highest 
development of stone flaking in northern 
Europe. he pottery consists of ‘broken 
bowls of neolithic type, the oldest type of 
pottery known in Ireland, and also some frag- 
ments from later and commoner Bronze Age 
urns, 


A BRONZE BRGOCH 


_One of the most astonishing features of the 
site was the discovery that the large court 
and two chambers of Creevykeel had been 
occupied 2,000 years after it had ceased to 
be used as a tomb, by Celtic people of the 
Early Christiah period, who evidently were 
ignorant or had no fear of its association with 
burial, Associated with their hearths in the 
court were a bronzo brooch and a bronze 
stud of Early Christian types. In the cham- 
ber adjacent to the oval court a huge hearth 
and post-holes in the subsoil and iron slag 
gave evidence that, the Early Christian people 
welt as well as worked in the old burial 
chambers. Beneath this habitation level were 
found the remains of the cinerary urns and 
cremated bones, placed there by the builders 
of the tomb, 


HIGHEST TYPE 
Creevykeel is a peculiarly Irish type of 


tomb, which developed in this country from 
the custom of building large stone tombs, or 
dolmens, that was carried into Northern 
Europe from Spain. About 2000 B.C. an 
active sea trade sprang up with the South, 
which carried cultural influences from the 
Mediterranean to Atlantic Europe, and 
brought to Ireland its first true civilisation. 
This trade and diffusion of culture reached 
Scandinavia and Britain partly by way of 
Ireland. It was in Western Trelaial that 
structural elaboration of burials of this type 
reached a point attained scarcely anywhere 
else in Europe. Creevykeel is the first of 
these to be completely excavated in this 
country and related to the earlier and simpler

INDOOR GARDENING.
